DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8 - 17 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The Examiner agrees with Applicants arguments beginning on page 7 where 
the prior art of Takamine does not teach the claimed limitations. Specifically, the 
Examiner agrees Takamine shows adjacent IDTs (5, 6 or 6, 7) having adjacent 
electrode finger portions (X5 or X6) having a smaller pitch than the remaining electrode 
finger portions (X1 , X2) and where the remaining portions of IDTs (5,6,7) are the same 
pitch (as each other) but does not teach or suggest the remaining portion of the 
cascade connected IDTs (e.g. outer IDTs 5, 7) having a pitch smaller than the electrode 
fingers disposed in the remaining portion of the IDT that is not cascade connected (e.g. 
central IDT) (claim 8 last paragraph; discussed in the specification [0055, 0056]; where 
Takamine is analogous or identical to Applicants prior art figure 2) nor would it have 
been obvious to combine the prior art of record thus the claims are allowable.
